to Cease Holding Meetings or Con. 
•pirlng Against Unions, or In- 
terfering With Them. 

Onaba. Neb., May 18.— Judge Dick- 
Insoo, in the district roiirt. at 7 o'clock 
Tuesday night on application of John 
O. Yelser, an attorney representing the 
waiters' unions, whose members are 
on strike, iesaed an injunction acainst 
the business men and proprietors even 
more sweeping than that Issued by the 
federal court against the onions last 
week. 

The order of the court restrains the 
' Business Men's association and oth- 
ers named as defendants as foltows: 

First— FYom in any manner threat- 
ening to injurs the business or person 
of any employer of members of cross 
complainants' union or member of la- 
bor union, or any person who may em- 
ploy or desire to employ such union 
men, or from refusing to sell commodi- 
ties and supplies of merchandise to 
employes of Buch union labor and from 
discriminating against such persons In 
the prices charged for any such com- 
modities. 

Second— From threatening or intimi- 
dating any person who may hsTe be- 
come a member of said association or 
organization If he employs organised 
labor or recognizes labor unions into 
discontinuing such employment. 

Fourth — From imposing any lines 
upon its members or any such person 
tor Tlolatlng any agreement not to em- 
ploy organized labor or not to roeOf^ 
nize a labor union. 

Fifth — lYom receiving or paying out 
any money whatever in pursuance of 
any agreement to break up la^r 
unions except to att«meys in this ac- 
tion. 

Blxth-r-Fron paying or offering any 
money to officers or members of unions 
directly or indirectly as a bribe to do 
or not to do any act In pursuanea of 
any agreement or any of said defend- 
ants acalnst such unkms. 

SeTenth — ^From Imposing or engag- 
ing agents or servants to Import any 
laborers into the city of Omaha or 
state of Nebraska In pursuance of any 
existing plan to destroy labor organi- 
sations or under any similar, or new 
arrangement or plan. 

Eighth — From bringing any other in- 
junction suits or actions in pursuance 
of any general plan of prosecutions to 
break up labor unions or of any new or 
slnllar plans connected directly or in- 
directly with any existing plans. 

THK SHOW WAS DILAYIO. 



Court of Appeals Decides Upon An Or- 
der Reopening the Litigation. 

Frankfort, Ky., May 13.— The judges 
of the court of appeals, at a consulta- 
tion Tuesday, at which all of the 
Judges, both democrats and repub- 
iicans, were present, agreed upon an 
order reopening the litigation over the 
democratic state primary election heij 
last Saturday. 

The order of the court came In tbe 
nature of a bombshell in polltleal quar* 
tcrs. The Meachlm anti-primary suit, 
which was decided in favor of th« state 
executive committee some time ago, 
was later removed from the court al- 
together by dismissal of the petition 
for a rehearing. The court Tuesday 
wltLdraws the order dismissing tbe 
petition for rehearing and orders the 
iwtitlon submitted for further con- 
sidenrtfOD. 

The general opinion both among law- 
yers and politicians Is that the court 
will deliver a response to the petition 
which will be more exhaustive than 
the original opinion, irhich was very 
hastily considered and very brief. The 
petition which is redocketcd with tho 
court questions the right of the com- 
mittee to order a primary and attacks 
the call fi>r it on the ground <rf vari- 
ous alleged coniUcta wlua the Carrou 
law. 

If this contention should be uphell 
by the court, it would knock out tbe 
primary entirely and lead to a state 
of poMtlcat chaos In many ways. The 
I>etltion for a reheartng in the case 
attacking Gov. Beckham's eligibility 
for another term is still pending in the 
court, and it is priesumed the court 
will take up the two cases together. 
It has recently leaked out that the 
court, on the original contiultation ana 
decision in the eligibility case, were 
eonslderably divined, though no dis- 
senting opinions were rendered at that 
time, and that the leaving undecided 
tho question of eligibility, was pra(- 
.tlcally a compromise between the 
Judges.

One Hundred and Fifty Canvasmen 
and Laborers Strike. 

Washington. May 18.— One hundred 
and fifty canvasmen and laborers with 
Bamum * Bailey's circus went on 

strike Monday night and the show was 
delayed two hours in getting away 
from the city. The men who did not 
stop work said that an agreement had 
been reported among themselves for 
the entire crew of canvasmen and help- 
ers to strike in Baltimore Wednesday 
unless their demands are granted. Tbe 
strikers ask for an Increase of $6 a 
month In wages. One man who con- 
tinued at work was assaulted. 

Striking Teamsters' First Victory. 
Grand Rapids. Mich., May IS.— The 

striking teamsters won the first union 
victory !n this city Tuesday when tho 
Columbian Transfer Co., the large.st 
employer, gave in and signed the 
onion agreement calling for increased 
pay and recognition of the union. 

Anticipating a Strike. 
Omaha, Nob., May IS.— The Great 

Northern railroad has established an 
agency In this city to hire trainmen, 
in anticipation of a strike on that sys- 
tem. Applicants are required to sign 
contracts to work for the Qreat North- 
ern in event of a strike. 

Their Request Qrsnted. 

Bridgeport, Ct, May IS. — The Am- 
erican Graphophone Co. and the Smith 
* Egge Manufacturing Co. Tuesday 
granted the request of their employes, 
who number in the aggresat* about 
1.M0 men, for a Ae-hoor day irlthou* 
any reduction in pay.

Reee Rlekartfs BHH By Mra. Lawton, 
Whose Houee He Had Kntored. 

Owensboro, Ky., May 18.— Rose Rick- 
ards, of Sacramento, Ky., was shot anu 
instantly killed Monday night at 11 

o'clock by Mrs. Alex. I.awton. The 
latter'a husband, who is a contractor, 
was away from home at work on a 
government contract, and Rlckards 
wont to the house and Aemanded ad- 
mlttance. The woman told him that 
her husband was absent, and askea 
him to go away. He replied that he 
knew her situation, and that was tbe 
reason of his visit. He then forced 
the door, and compelled the little 
daughter of the woman to go to the 
kitchen under pretense Of getting htm 
something to eat. 

As soon as tho child left the room 
he fastened the dtfor and approach ci 
the frightened woman. She Jumped 
from bed and fled into another room, 
where her husband kept a loaded shot- 
gun. 

Rlckards followed her, and as h? 
crossed the threshold she fired. He fell 
forward with a groan, and wa.s dead 
before he struck the floor. The woman 
coolly co( ke<l the gun for another shot, 
but when he did not rise she put tbe 
weapon down, and. releasing her daugh- 
ter from the kitchen, sent her out for 
help. 

The coroner's Jury, after the hear- 
ing, promptly exonerated the woman 
from blame.

Tho Mason Contractors' Assoelstlcn 

Met and Endorses the Above Ac- 
^tion— A General Meeting Will 
Se Held Pritfgy Neat 

New York, May 13.— The most Im 
portant developments In the strike sit- 
uation Tuesday was the expressed de- 
termination of the Building Trades' as- 
sociation, composed of the nraet prom- 
inent concerns In the building busi- 
ness in Manhattan and the Bronx and 
of the Iron league, which Includes most 
of the employers of iron workers In 
this vicinity, to combine for united 
and aggressive action against the de- 
mands of the labor organisations. Up- 
ward of 100,000 workers will be aCTect- 
ed by the action of the employers. 

The governors of the Building 
Trades' association met Tuesday and 
practically decided to form a union 
similar to tbe labor unions. The meet- 
ing was attended by all the governors 
of tho association with but two ex- 
ceptions and the sentiment in favor 
of aggressive action was unanimous. 
As a result the following letter was 
sent out to every labor employer en- 
gaged In building in Manhattan and 
the Bronx, numbering between S,000 
and 8,000: 

"The time has arrived when employ- 
ers of labor in the building trades are 
facing a serious situation and a meet- 
ing will be held on Friday, May 16, 
at S p. m., at tho Bnlldlng Tradea' as- 
sociation, fbr tho purpose of determin- 
ing what steps shall be taken to rem- 
edy the present intolerable conditions. 
You are earnestly recjucsted to be 
present. 

"WAnBEN A. CoNOVEB. President" 
The trades to be aHected have a 
membership of more than 100,000 men. 
Most <Jf these already are out of work, 
either through the lockout of the driv- 
ers by the masters or their own strikes. 

The Iron league also held a meeting. 
J. M. Cornell presided and took action 
upon tho strike of the inside archi- 
tectural iron workers which Is now in 
progrress. On Monday the inside arch- 
itectural Iron workers in 11 of the 
smaller shops went on strike and this 
was followed by most of the big con- 
cerns locking their men out. It is es- 
timated that through the strikeo and 
lockouts about 6,000 men are out. 

Tbe Mason Contractors' association 
met Monday night and endorsed the 
action taken by the governors of the 
board of building trades in calling for 
a general mooting of those engaged 
In the building business.

San Pranclsro, May 13.— Heartier 
greeting was never given a president 
of the United States than that offered 
Tuesday by tbe city of San Francisco 
to Thedore Roosevelt ThrouiA milea 
and miles of densely packed, cheering, 
patriotically enthused humanity, the 
nation's chief passed bowing his ac- 
knowledgments, evidently tired from 
maintaining an erect position in his 
carriage, but buoyed up by the impres. 
siveaess of tho demonstration. 

The presidential train arrived here 
promptly at 2:15 o'clock. A large 
gathering of federal, state and city of- 
ficials, army and navy officers, foreign 
consults and distinguished cltlzena 
was in waiting to welcome the chief 
magistrate. 

Mayor Schmidt?, stepped aboard tho 
rear car and formally greeted Mr. 
RooKi vclt, tho president making a brief 
response. M. H. DeYoung, president 
of the citizens' reception committee, 
then shook hands with the distinguish' 
ed visitors. 

Mr. Roosevelt expressed his thanks 
in a few words, and was then intro- 
duf-ed to Adm. Uickford, of the British 
Pacific squadron, who conveyed the 
good wishes of King Edward and said 
that the arrival of the flagship of the 
squadron to assist in the greeting was 
another instance of the cordial rela- 
tions existing between the two na- 
tions. 

President Rooaevelt said he appre- 
ciated the evidence of friendship and 
begged that his good wishes be given 

to his majesty. 

In the parade the line was headed 
hy a troo.v of colored cavalry, this be- 
ing the flrst instance In the west 
where NegiQ cavalry held the position 
of honor in a public procession. Fol- 
lowing the president came United 
States troops from the local posts, sail- 
ors and tiian'n.'s from wai-^tiipK in the 
harbor and at .Man- island, regiments 
of the state militia and a number erf 
semi-military organizations. A nota- 
ble feature was the fancy marching of 
the Cleveland Grays, who came from 
Ohio to participate in the California 
gret'iiiiK. Afti r reviewing the parade, 
the pre.sldent was driven to the Y. M. 
C. A. building, where a throng had as- 
sembled to participate in tbe burning 
of mortgages and notes representing 
the total indebtedness of 1115,280 up- 
on the property. The president by re- 
quest touched a lighted match to th>3 
docunienis and ilie tianies licked up 
the papers he joined with assemblage 
in singing "Praise Ood, From Whom 
All Blessings Flow." 

The pifsidenl was banquetted Tues- 
day nisht at thi- I'alaee hotel by tho 
eilizeiis' ( oniiiiittce. The ilinlng room 
was decorated with thousands of roses. 
One of the features of the decorations 
was an immense garland made entirely 
of California fruits and swung on the 
Botifh wall of the room stretching 
from one etid of the hall to the other 
a.s a Hrins; of electric lights spelling 
"l^nd of Sunshine. Fruit and Flowers, 
Welcomes President Roosevelt."

O. R. M., con- 
vened at Oddfellowa Hall Taesday morn- 
ing at 9 o'elbak, with Giaat Sadiam W. 
C. Pelham in the chair. About 150 rep- 
reaentatioves from the various tribes of 
tha domain <rf Kantoeky were present 

Past Great Sachem John I. Winter, in 
an addreaa that voiced the sentiment of 
tbeloeal tribe as well as of tbeoitisena 
in eeneral, extended the visitors a cor- 
dial welcome, closing bis remarks by 
handing over the key to Maysville, a 
huge afiTair gilded and ornamented with 
the colors of the order. He at the aame 
time gave them the iiuigic paas word, 
"Limestone," and urged them to make 
good nsa of It while here. 

The Deputy (treat Incobonee ThOmas 
K. Donally, of Philadelphia, responded 
for tha Supreme Oonncil of the United 
States, and Hon. L. 8. Leopold, of Louis- 
ville, responded lor the Great Council of 
Kentucky. Tbey bad beard of Mays- 
vi lie's rt-pntation for hoepitality and they 
fflt iiure the visitors would enjoy their 
briel sojourn in these "hunting grounds" 
and would carry away with them pleaa- 
ant memories of their viait to Maysville. 
Great Sachem Pelham added a few words 
to the cordial welcome already extended 
them, bringing the public reception to a 
close.
